Central upgrade 


USINESSES are 
starting to reap 
the benefits of a 
£5. 3 million grant 
secured by the Council to 
make major improvements 
to Hackney Central. 

Part of the Greater 
London Authority funding 
has already been used to 
provide traders from Mare 
Street, the Narrow Way, 
and Clarence Road with 
training by retail consultants 
VisionOn about developing 
business plans and making 
improvements to premises. 

The funding has meant 
that every independent 
shop in the area was invited 


to a series of two hour 
seminars, covering topics 
like merchandising, window 
dressing, marketing and 
branding. Each seminar also 
included practical exercises 
and discussions to help 
build stronger relationships 
between retailers. Twenty- 
four businesses are also 
receiving one-to-one 
mentoring in the run up to 
Christmas and beyond, and 
many have already begun 
putting what they have 
learnt into practice. 

Garry Herman, who 
owns C&C Decor, said: 

“It’s given us a new outlook 
and ideas on things like 


signage and where best 
to display products. I’ve 
already noticed more people 
looking in the shop window; 
whether it’ll increase sales, 
we’ll have to see.” 

Mel Morley, who owns 
Merry Go Round in 
Clarence Road, added: “The 
seminars have made local 
businesses talk about what 
we can do together. There’s 
a real feel good factor on 
the street now and belief 
in a positive future. I have 
learned to take more risks 
and use creativity.” 

Ray Hancock, Retail 
Consultant for VisionOn, 
said: “We work to enhance 
the appearance and 
commerciality of a business 
by teaching them the 
secrets of the high street. 

It’s about promoting 
products and services.” 

The transformation that is 


set to take place in Hackney 
Central also includes a 
partnership with Network 
Rail to develop 12 empty 
arches in Morning Lane into 
fashion retail units, cafes 
and restaurants. Work will 
also be done to improve the 
arches’ connection to the 
wider town centre. 

Further seminars will be 
held in February. Cllr Guy 
Nicholson, Cabinet Member 
for Regeneration, said: “The 
Council is taking the lead 
in bringing forward the 
transformation of Hackney 
Central and making sure 
that this regeneration 
is inclusive.”

Lisa said: “MindUp 
teaches children skills for 
life, whether it is a greater 
understanding of why we 
behave in certain ways or a 
focus on core breathing. At 
Lauriston we’ve integrated 
this into the school day.” 

Following the launch 
of a successful pilot two 
years ago with Nightingale 
Primary School, E 5, the 
MindUP programme is 
now taught at six borough 
primary schools.

UK’s first zero-packaging grocery store finds a 


THE country’s first zero 
packaging grocery store 
has opened in Hackney. 

Unpackaged on 
Richmond Road, E8, lets 
customers bring their own 
containers and fill them 
with anything from olive oil 
to lentils. 

Fresh bread is also 
delivered daily from the 
Better Health Bakery and 


dairy products are sourced 
from Neal’s Yard Dairy. 

Speaking at the official 
opening on 6 December, 
the shop’s founder, 
and Hackney resident, 
Catherine Conway, 
described her vision for the 
store as a community hub. 
She said: “Corner shops are 
glue. People want to shop 
somewhere where they 


know your name and treat 
you like a human being.” 

The inspiration for the 
store started out a stone’s 
throw away from its new 
location: at Broadway 
Market, where Catherine 
set up her first stall in 2006. 
She added: “I didn’t want to 
throw away packaging. So 
I decided to start my own 
business that sold organic, 


unpackaged produce.” 

Formerly based in 
Islington, Unpackaged 
relocated to Hackney 
because Catherine needed 
larger premises and found 
many of her customers 
lived in the borough. It 
also houses a cafe and bar 
serving mouth-watering 
fare all day.

A N AWARDS 

ceremony at the 
Victoria and 
Albert (V&A) 
Museum celebrated 
the achievements of 17 
Hackney young people. 

They had all taken part 
in a project between the 
Council and V&A to 
offer young people with 
learning disabilities work 
experience to develop skills 
for future employment. 

The majority of 
participants study at 
Ickburgh School or 
Hackney Community 
College and the work 
experience counts 
towards an NVQ in venue 
operations and retail sales. 


The placements were at 
the V&A in Kensington, 
West London, and its 
Museum of Childhood 
site in Bethnal Green. 

Staff worked with each 
young person to develop 
a personalised timetable 
suited to their individual 
learning styles and goals. 

They got to work in the 
galleries, gift shops, on 
information desks, as 
tour guides, escorts for 
people with disabilities, 
and in administrative back 
office roles. 

The scheme has been 
running for eight years 
and this year’s graduates 
all received certificates 
from Rob Blackstone, the

Policing consultati 


RESIDENTS can have their say on the 
future of policing in the borough at 
an event at Hackney Town Hall on 
24 January, from 6pm. 

The Deputy Mayor for Policing and 
Crime, Stephen Greenhalgh, and 
Assistant Commissioner Simon Byrne, 
will set out the Mayor of London’s strategy 
for neighbourhood policing as the Met Police faces budget 
cuts of half-a-billion pounds. 

Also on the agenda are draft plans in the Met Police Estates’ 
Review that recommend Hackney Police Station should close 
and Shoreditch Police Station’s opening hours be reduced. 
(Stoke Newington Police Station would continue to open 
24-hours a day.) 

The meeting is part of a public consultation into the Mayor’s 
draft Police and Crime Plan. This is expected to announce 
extra officers on the streets, with management roles axed to 
save money. The officers will join proposed neighbourhood 
policing teams to work across four areas in the borough. If 
approved, the plans would come into force from next April. 
Crime in Hackney has dropped 30 per cent over 1 0 years, 
with nearly 1 2,000 fewer victims of crime. The number of 
people visiting police stations to report crimes has also fallen 
following the introduction of a non-emergency 1 01 number 
and online reporting.

Celebrate Christmas safely 


RESIDENTS and visitors are being invited to become 
‘Hackney hipsters’ and celebrate Christmas safely. 

With more people than ever expected to hit the bars and 
clubs of Dalston and Shoreditch this festive season, the 
Council has launched a safety campaign, in partnership with 
Hackney police, which plays on the borough’s reputation for 
being at the heart of London’s cultural scene. 

‘Hackney hosts’ will join wardens and police in taking to the 
streets to share local knowledge and hand out maps and 
information on safe transport home. 

They will also give out ‘Shh!’ lollipops to encourage revellers 
to keep the noise down as they leave nightspots and respect 
residents living in the area. 

Venues are carrying beer mats and posters enforcing three 
key messages: leave quietly, get home safely and look 
after your belongings. They feature images associated with 
the ‘hipster’ look; thick-rimmed glasses, headphones and 
moustaches, which pop out of the beer mats. Christmas 
party-goers can wear their moustaches and post photos to 
Twitter under the hash tag #hackneyhipsters.

Hoxton (pictured) launched its first fashion market on 8 December, and held a Christmas service outside 
Hoxton Hall on 1 5 December with traditional carols. 

Other Christmas markets include Hackney Homemade at St John-at Hackney churchyard (22 Dec); Ridley Road 
(until 22 Dec); African market, Dalston (22 Dec); Broadway Market (22 Dec); Stoke Newington Farmers’ Market (22 Dec); 
Chatsworth Road (23 Dec); and Goldsmith Row book market (23 Dec). During Dec, there is free parking at Hoxton and Ridley Road markets 
on Fri and Sat. There are no parking restrictions on Sat at Broadway Market, and Sun in Chatsworth Road and Goldsmith Row market^ 


Sutton House is a traditional T udor home with oak-panelled 
rooms and carved fireplaces. Visitors can learn about the history 
of the house and experience the sights and sounds of a T udor 
kitchen, or admire artwork by local groups. 

Geffrye Museum is the UK’s only museum specialising in 
the history of interior design and domestic life. It’s a source of 
inspiration for design students and home to a cafe and garden, 
which grows flowers and herbs cultivated through the ages. 
Abney Park Cemetery in Stoke Newington boasts a local 
nature reserve and a woodland memorial park. The 32-acre 
park was the only cemetery where no division was made 
between people of different religions and backgrounds. 
Hackney Marshes is the home of grassroots football, 
celebrated for launching the careers of England greats such as 
David Beckham and Bobby Moore. Now more than 1 00 games 
are played on its 73 pitches every weekend. 

Hackney Museum is a great place to find out about the 
borough’s past and present. Current exhibitions include: 
‘Stamford Hill Mods: the genesis of Marc Bolan,’ and 
its ‘Independence’ exhibition, celebrating 50 years of 
independence for Jamaica, Trinidad and Tobago.

S TARVE your 
rubbish bin this 
festive season by 
recycling food 
waste, Christmas trees 
and wrapping paper. 

Every winter, over 250 
tonnes of Christmas trees 
are needlessly thrown 
away in the UK when they 
could be recycled. 

In Hackney, help is at 
hand for residents who 
want to recycle their trees. 
Those with a brown bin, 
can place their tree next to 
it on collection day and the 
Council will take it away. 

Alternatively, anyone 
can book a free bulky 
waste collection, which 
can also be used to collect 


large appliances or 
furniture. 

All recycled trees are 
taken to a facility in 
North London 
and made into 
compost, 
which is then 
used on the 
borough’s 
parks and 
green spaces. 

Furthermore, 
by recycling used 
wrapping paper, 
cardboard packaging, foil 
and empty jars, residents 
can help to reduce landfill 
costs and cut their carbon 
footprint. 

Over 13,000 tonnes of 
glass and 4,500 tonnes of 


tin foil - enough to cover 
1,500 square miles - is 
thrown away every year 
across the UK. 

Indeed, around 
three million 
tonnes of 
rubbish is 
created over 
Christmas 
and New 
Year - half 
of which 
could 
be recycled. 

Cllr Feryal Demirci, 
Cabinet Member for 
Neighbourhoods said: 
“Everyone can do their bit 
to keep waste down over 
the festive period.

News in brief 


S TOKE Newington 
Farmers’ Market 
has moved to a 
bigger site in the 
lead up to Christmas 
and New Year’s Eve. 

The temporary location 
is at West Hackney 
Recreation Ground, on 
Evering Road, where the 
market offers everything 
needed for a sustainable, 
seasonal feast - with a 


great range of local food 
from small organic farmers 
and producers. 

Customers can pre-order 
organic turkeys and geese, 
as well as hams, sausages, 
bacon, pies and pates 
for collection at the last 
market of the year, on 
22 December. 

For those wanting a less 
traditional spread, the 
market also stocks a range 


of wild and cultivated 
mushrooms, salads, 
cheeses, and fish from the 
Sussex coast. 

It’s also a great place to 
buy presents like cakes, 
chutneys, jams, cheeses 
and beers, as well as mixed 
herb pots and aromatic 
Christmas wreaths. 

It’s the UK’s only all- 
organic weekly farmers’ 
market and is run by 
Hackney-based social 
enterprise Growing 
Communities, which 
recently won a BBC Food 
and Farming Award for its 
efforts to make the local 
food system more resilient 
and sustainable. 

Growing Communities 
has spent nearly 1 8 years 
developing its model of 
community-led trade, 


which encourages people 
in local areas to support 
small-scale, sustainable 
farmers through initiatives 
such as the market and 
its organic vegetable 
box scheme. 

Growing Communities 
Director Julie Brown 
said: “It’s fantastic that 
judges have recognised how 
Growing Communities’ 
model of community-led 
trade can help build a food 
system that is fairer, more 
resilient and less dependent 
on fossil fuels.”

£1.3m recycling go-ahead 

THE Council has received more than £1 ,3million of funding to 
expand its recycling activities as part of a UK-wide scheme. 
The money, which will be received between 201 2 and 201 5, 
will be used to expand the Council’s food waste recycling 
service to all street level and estate properties, and to give 
free compostable food bin liners out to all households. 

Food waste recycling was launched in Hackney in 2005, with 
residents receiving weekly collections of their leftover food 
which is stored in specially designed caddies. 

This latest cash, from the Department for Communities and 
Local Government (DCLG) Weekly Collections Fund, will also 
support a campaign to inform residents about changes to 
recycling from 1 March 201 3. 

Cllr Feryal Demirci, Cabinet Member for Neighbourhoods, 
said: “I welcome the decision of the DCLG to award Hackney 
Council over £1 .3million in funding to improve recycling 
provision in the borough.” 

From 1 March 2013, residents in most Hackney households 
will see their green boxes replaced by sacks which make 
recycling easier and also speed up collections. 

Food waste recycling will be collected on the same day as 
other recycling, and will help the Council contribute towards 
London’s target of recycling 50 per cent of all waste by 2020.

HACKNEY Community College (HCC) has been recognised 
by a national charitable trust for its work helping people 
with learning difficulties. 

HCC picked up a beacon award for inclusive learning from 
the Association of Colleges after helping young people 
stay and study in their community rather than going to a 
residential institution. The college’s New Horizon programme 
allows 1 6 to 21 -year-olds to develop their abilities within 
a college setting, while offering individual support and 
personalised learning.

Schoolchildren trace how Hackney went to war 


YOUNGSTERS from 
two primary schools are 
uncovering stories of 
how the First World War 
changed the lives of people 
in the borough. 

The Hackney Remembers 
project is being run by 
theatre company Fifth 
Word after it received a 
£45,000 grant from the 
Heritage Lottery Fund. 


It will see pupils from 
Springfield school, N16, 
investigate the effect of the 
war on East London men 
- specifically those from 
Stamford Hill, Homerton, 
and Jewish soldiers in the 
British Army. St John and 
St James primary pupils 
will study the lives of the 
women and families left 
behind while the men 


fought in the trenches. 

The young researchers 
will also delve into old 
letters to tell the story of life 
on the frontline. Hackney 
Archives, Hackney 
Museum, the Jewish 
Military Museum and the 
Imperial War Museum are

P upils at a 

Hackney primary 
school are piloting 
a pioneering new 
healthy living scheme for 
young people. 

The ‘Health Heroes’ 
project at Randal Cremer 
primary, E2, sees sports 
coaches and nutrition 
experts working closely 
with teachers, pupils and 
parents to boost their 
fitness levels and help them 
live a healthier lifestyle. 

The project has four key 
goals: to promote healthy 
eating; increase physical 
activity; help pupils make 
the most of their local area; 


a It aims to promote healthy 


living in a fun and 
informative way 


and encourage youngsters 
to spend less time playing 
computer games and 
watching TV. 

The project was launched 
on 28 November with 
a day of activities at the 
school. Pupils were joined 
by Hackney Paralympian 
Dervis Konuralp, who 
talked to them about his 
swimming career and the 
benefits of leading an active 


lifestyle. The children were 
also invited to a ‘bikers 
breakfast’, which saw 
them tuck into a healthy 
breakfast while mechanics 
checked their bicycles to 
make sure they were safe 
and in good working order. 

Cooking workshops 
for parents and children 
were held throughout 
the day and pupils had 
the chance to try out a 


smoothie bike, which uses 
pedal power to blend fruit 
drinks. The children also 
planted the first vegetables 
in the school’s new garden, 
including garlic, onions, 
beans and herbs.

Stay at home with Norovirus 


THE NHS is encouraging people who have fallen ill with 
Norovirus to stay away from hospital in order to protect 
patients and health care workers. 

People with the winter virus do not require hospital 
treatment except in exceptional circumstances, as the 
illness tends to run its course and resolve itself without the 
need for medical attention. 

The virus, which doctors describe as ‘unpleasant but rarely 
serious’ causes diarrhoea and vomiting. It spreads easily 
and lasts between one and two days. 

Although the symptoms tend to pass within two days, 
people can remain infectious for up to 48 hours afterwards. 
Other symptoms include nausea, a sudden onset of 
stomach pain, headaches and tiredness. 

If you have the virus, it’s important to 
wash and dry your hands thoroughly 
after going to the toilet and before 
you handle food to prevent the 
virus being passed on to others. 

Patients with diarrhoea and 
vomiting are urged to call their GP or 
NHS Direct on: 0845 4647. 


Mental health services improve 


CITY and Hackney residents can now directly access free 
advice and support for common mental health issues. 
The service is provided through Homerton NHS 
Foundation Trust. Dr Paul Sigel, Consultant Clinical 
Psychologist, said: “We offer ‘talking therapy’ for 
common problems, psychological support for patients 
with a range of medical conditions, and we have links 
with other medical teams.” 

Due to high demand, the NHS City and Hackney CCG 
(Clinical Commissioning Group) which organises many 
health services for people in the City of London and in 
Hackney, has provided a range of mental health services 
for the treatment of stress, depression, panic attacks and 
sleep problems. 

Dr Sigel added: “Anybody who is registered with a 
Hackney or City based GP, and is aged 1 8 or over, can 
contact the service directly without having to be referred 
by their GP.”

Hackney HIV charities and health organisations mark World Aids Day 


ALMOST one in every 100 
people in Hackney has HTV, 
one of the highest levels in 
the country, according to 
new figures from the Health 
Protection Agency. 

This compares to the 
national figure of one in 
800. In Hackney, some 
45 per cent of people 
living with the disease 
were diagnosed late, and a 


quarter are unaware they 
have the virus. 

Deborah Jack, Chief 
Executive of the National 
AIDS Trust (NAT), said: 
“To tackle this problem and 
the stigma still attached to 
the virus, we must increase 
understanding about HIV 
- how it’s passed on and 
how people can protect 
themselves and others.” 


The news came as 
HIV charities and health 
organisations marked 
World Aids Day on 1 
December. The local NHS 
held outreach activities 
across the borough, 
promoting awareness of 
how to protect against and 
test for HIV alongside the 
Hackney African Forum. 

HIV charity Mildmay 


in Shoreditch sold red 
ribbons to help fund a new 
hospice set to be built by 
2013; while Positive East 
held a fundraising sky 
dive, fun run and ‘East 
End Weekender’ at LGBT- 
friendly bars and clubs. 

People who are diagnosed 
with HIV at an early stage 
have a better chance of a 
healthier life and reducing 


the transmission of the 
virus. In Hackney, many 
GPs offer HIV testing, seven 
pharmacies provide testing 
that also covers Hepatitis 
B and C, and free condoms 
are available to those 
under 25.

A new box of 

colourful paints or 
crayons has long 
been a welcome 
Christmas present for 
people of all ages, and 
for many years scores 
of such gifts were made 
in Hackney. 

Reeves and Sons was 
one of the oldest British 
manufacturers of artists’ 
materials and a major 
employer in the area. 

It was founded in about 
1766 in Well Yard, near St 
Bartholomew’s Hospital, 
by William Reeves and 
his brother Thomas. They 
were artists’ colourmen, 
providing basic pigments, 
resins and oils for 
watercolour artists to mix 
their own paints. 

Whilst Thomas was the 
businessman, William was 
an innovator who created 
the first ever water-soluble 
dry cakes of watercolour, 
and a few years later found 
that adding honey to the 
mixture made a much more 
pliable cake which retained 


moisture so it didn’t crack 
during storage. In 1781, 
the brothers sent a sample 
of their new product to the 
Society of Arts which was 
impressed enough to award 
them with a large silver 
palette Tor the manufacture 
of Watercolour improved’. 

The first Reeves cakes 
were embossed with fancy 
crests and heraldic figures, 
including the figure of a 
Bluecoat School boy, both 
brothers being former 
pupils. Thomas later 
discovered the arms of the 
extinct Dorset 
family of Ryves 
which showed 
a seated 
greyhound, 
black with gold 
spots, and this 
emblem was 
adopted as 
the company 
trademark by 
William John 
Reeves - a 
nephew who 
later took on the 
business. 


Much of Reeves’ trade 
was overseas, generated 
by contacts made through 
military academies which 
they supplied with the 
drawing instruments, 
paint boxes and rolls of 
paper required by officers 
posted abroad on surveying 
duties. The largest market, 
accounting for up to 30 per 
cent of the firm’s turnover, 
was in India where Reeves 
acted as colourmakers to the 
East India Company. 

Disaster struck in 1857 
however, with the Indian 



Mutiny which led to the 
decline of the East India 
Company and collapse of 
the market. Reeves was 
forced to move into smaller 
premises in Cheapside, but 
the manager, William John’s 
third son Henry, extended 
trade instead to South 
America, the USA and 
Russia as well as to British 
schools. Henry’s nephews 
took over the business and 
by 1866 had captured the 
market for cheaper paints 
for schools and amateurs 
with such great success that 
two years later they were 
able to move production 
into a purpose-built factory 
in Ashwin Street, Dalston. 

The factory was one of the 
first to be built in what was 
then a residential 
area, and 
provided 
local 


employment in the grinding 
and mixing of colours. 

There was room to install 
steam-driven machinery, 
which earned the factory the 
name of ‘Reeves Steam 
Colour Works’. 

By the early 1900s, 
art classes were firmly 
established as part of the 
London School Board’s 
curriculum, leading to 
an increased demand for 
brushes which resulted 
in the addition of a new 
manufacturing area in 
Dalston dedicated to 
producing brushes for 
both watercolour and oil 
painting. The Greyhound 
pastel, introduced in 1911, 
was also so successful that 
the Dalston works had to be 
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extended to accommodate 
stocks of the new product. 

By 1912, there was also 
a woodworking studio in 
Belsham Street making 
colour boxes, drawing 
boards, easels and palettes, 
and another for sketchbooks 
and portfolios in Wayland 
Avenue. The company 
continued to expand during 
the 1920s, but space at 
Dalston was now limited, 
and a new location had to 
be found in Enfield, where 
the ‘Greyhound works’ 
were built. 

During the Second 
World War, both the 
Cheapside and Dalston 
buildings were bombed: 
the Cheapside offices were 
destroyed, and on the night 
of 1/2 November 1940, 
the Dalston works were 
seriously damaged and 
many staff killed. Although 
the company recovered, 
it eventually moved from 
Hackney to Enfield in 1948. 

After a number of 
mergers and developments 
in the 20th century, 

Reeves became part of the 
Colart conglomeration in 
1991, and is still a huge 
international brand 
whose greyhound logo 
is well recognised. 

The Ashwin Street 
premises went through 
several changes of occupier, 
with five different clothing 
businesses occupying it in 
1964 and eight in 1975. 
Today the Colourworks 
Building, with its distinctive 
tiled frontage, enjoys a 
thriving new existence as the 
home of the Areola Theatre.

The last borough elections were in 
May 2010. 

Councillors have a range of 
responsibilities, including helping to 
oversee the Council and its services. 
They hold advice surgeries where 
residents can meet their local 
representative and ask them to take up 


issues that may be of concern. 
Generally they can help with Council 
related matters, but if the issue is the 
responsibility of another person or 
organisation, councillors can often 
point people in the right direction and 
tell residents who they need to see. 
Hackney has 57 councillors 
representing areas called wards - 
illustrated in the map opposite.

Broadway Market 
works: phase 2 

RESIDENTS and 
businesses in and around 
Broadway Market were 
consulted in December 
2011 on the proposals to 
improve the area between 
Ada Street and the Cat St 
Mutton pub. 

Residents were generally 
in support of proposals and 
the work was completed in 
July. The Council 
recognises that Broadway 
Market is a key economic 
and social centre within 
Hackney, and in 
consultation with local 
business it was agreed that 
the second phase of the 
scheme would be deferred 
until January next year. 


The proposals for phase 
two include: 

•Continuing the high 
quality paving around the 
triangular area by the Cat 
Sc Mutton 
•New carriageway 
surfacing along 
Broadway Market raising 
it to the same level as the 
footway 

• The removal of street 
clutter such as signs 
•A new junction layout 
at Broadway Market 
and Westgate Street that 
includes a new zebra 
crossing and raised table 
Plus plans are being 
developed to provide new 
toilets at the southern 
end of London Fields. An 
application for this was 
submitted to the Planning 


Inspectorate in November. 

Improvements of this 
nature will evidently 
result in some temporary 
disruption, but the work 
will be completed in 
sections to allow the market 
to continue to operate. 

Works will start on 7 
January. Broadway Market 
will be closed to traffic 
until the end of April next 
year. Westgate Street will 
be closed for up to three 
weeks for resurfacing 
works during April/May. 
Pedestrian access to shops 
will be maintained and 
market stalls will not 
be affected.
